Tea for Tea—of the same grades uf Vaylon. 
We cannot write on this subject without 
once again reminding our Ceylon friends 
that there is a strong probability the Chi- 
nese vill make some great audeavour to 
rehabilitate what is apparently a moriband 
trade. A contemplation of tho results to 
shippers of Tea this last season, had not 

avithheld afarther 2U millions, making 
45 millions less thn season 1886.87, is 
perfectly appalling. Tt muat te brne in 
mind ithas only been by manufacture and 
shipment becoming ‘unremuuerative that 
this change has come over the China trade.
